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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejections set forth in the office action mailed 
7/22/10 are maintained. Amended claim 1 incorporates the limitation of previous claim 2, now canceled. Applicant argues that Harrison 
does not teach or suggest that the polyalkenyl sulfonic acid is reacted with an alkaline earth metal hydroxide. However, Hutchings teaches 
the reactiion of sulfonated hydrocarbons with an alkaline earth metal hydroxide, and for claim 1 Harrison is only necessary for teaching 
specific suitable hydrocarbons. For claim 8 the example of Harrison is necessary for teaching calcium hydroxide, but in light of Hutchings's 
teaching of barium hydroxide, and the fact that Harrison is teaching a similar overbasing process, one of ordinary skill in the art would have 
had a reasonable expectation of success in using calcium hydroxide.
